
2022 December Capital Grants – Administered by the 

Maryland Department of General Services 
 

Aberdeen B&O Train Station - Is utilizing their $850,000 grant for its current rehabilitation 

project to preserve, restore, and reuse the historic Aberdeen B&O Train Station. (Harford 

County) 

 

Ark Church - The Haven Project – Grant totaling $500,000 will provide healthy food 

alternatives to residents living in a food desert, office space for conducting job training and 

internship opportunities, and a food pantry. (Baltimore City) 

 

Howard County Veterans Monument - Is utilizing their $350,000 grant for the acquisition, 

planning, design, construction, repair, renovation, reconstruction, site improvement, and capital 

equipping of the Howard County Veterans Monument at Vivian C. "Millie" Bailey Park. 

(Howard County) 

 

Kennedy Krieger Institute-Center for the Neuroscience of Social Injustice - Grant totaling 

$1,250,000 for the renovation of the research space at Kennedy Krieger, which will allow them 

to successfully recruit and accommodate new scientists, including researchers for the center, and 

allow for flexibility in research methodology and focus. (Baltimore City) 

 

Kennedy Krieger Children’s Hospital - Will utilize their $1,000,000 grant by renovating the 

existing outpatient space into a modernized, state-of-the-art, expanded and safe environment for 

children with developmental or acquired disabilities (birth-age 21) in need of early childhood 

intervention and intensive therapy (i.e., occupational, physical and speech/language therapies, 

rehabilitation psychology, social work, education, medical care), neuropsychology and 

behavioral psychology services. (Baltimore City) 

 

National Cryptologic Museum Foundation - Grant totaling $100,000 for improvements to 

construct a new Cyber Center for Education & Innovation (CCEI). The $100K requested 

constructs a portion of the NCMF project to plan, design, construct and capital equip the CCEI. 

(Anne Arundel County) 

 

Northwest Hospital Center, Inc. - Is utilizing their $125,000 grant to renovate approximately 

2,000 square feet of an existing space within the radiology department and surgical services for a 

new interventional suite that provides critical services needed for patients. (Baltimore County) 

 

Patuxent Commons - Grant totaling $320,000 will use funds for the 76-unit mixed-income new 

construction project developed by the Howard County Autism Society to help address the 

housing needs of adults with disabilities through a supportive community for people of all ages, 

abilities, and incomes. (Howard County) 

 

Salisbury Zoological Park- Andean Bear Exhibit - Will utilize their $250,000 for the repairs 

of the office and meeting space for the center. (Wicomico County) 

 



The Arc Baltimore - Grant totaling $170,000 for the expansion of the Arc Baltimore to include 

the accessibility project will increase the size of the kitchen by utilizing a portion of the dining 

room to provide an open floor plan and a remodel of the residence's upstairs bathroom including 

a full demo. (Baltimore County) 

 

Thrift Store Renovation - Is utilizing their $75,000 grant to renovate the interior and exterior to 

the Thrift Store. (Wicomico County) 

 

Walk -In Cooler Replacement - Grant totaling $156,693 to replace three utilities below the 

walk­ins that must be relocated to install the concrete slab: a natural gas service line, an electrical 

conduit with a 200-amp feeder circuit to an electrical panel to the south of the walk-ins, and a 4" 

fire sprinkler main pipe. (Wicomico County) 

 

Washington County Commission on Aging Senior Activities Center Project - Will utilize 

$18,000 to assist with the completion of a current capital project, repurposing an existing 

building to support the WCCOA Senior Activities Center (SAC). Grant funds will be used to 

purchase non-fixed equipment and furniture necessary for use of the building. (Washington 

County) 

 

The Ship Caulkers’ Houses - Grant totaling $200,000 to preserve and restore the Ship Caulkers' 

Houses and create a tangible connection between the present and Fell's Point's enslaved and free 

black community in the two decades leading to the Civil War. (Baltimore City) 

 

The Clara Barton Memorial - Will utilize their $250,000 grant to celebrate the life and 

contributions of renowned Civil War nurse and founder of the American Red Cross, Clara 

Barton. The memorial will consist of a twice life-size bronze figural grouping of Nurse Clara 

Barton giving aid to a fallen Union Soldier, the sculpture win be set upon a 12-foot diameter, 30-

inch-tall granite pedestal, surrounded by brick paving. The budget includes landscaping and 

descriptive wayside exhibits. (Washington County) 

 

Baltimore Symphony Orchestra - Grant totaling $1,800,000 is for the acquisition, planning, 

design, construction, repair, renovation, reconstruction, site improvement, and capital equipping 

of escalator replacement and backstage refurbishment at the Joseph Meyerhoff Symphony Hall 

(the Meyerhoff). (Baltimore City) 

 

Chesapeake Region Accessible Boating-Adaptive Boating Center - Their $1,000,000 grant 

for the CRAB Adaptive Boating Center will provide a marina and building for the instruction of 

sailing for all people with disabilities, wounded warriors, and children from underserved 

communities. (Anne Arundel County) 

 

Mount Rainier Welcome Center - Grant totaling $250,000 to create the new Mount Rainier 

Municipal Welcome Center with a double-height lobby-addition, renovation of the adjacent 2-

story Potts Hall, and connection into the existing City Hall. The proposed lobby-addition will be 

located between Potts Hall and the City Hall building. (Prince George’s County) 

 



National Aquarium in Baltimore - Grant totaling $3,000,000 for deferred maintenance and 

critical infrastructure improvements at the National Aquarium. Funds will support design and 

construction of various critical projects, including replacing aging circulation pumps that service 

the aquarium's largest exhibits, small tank chiller upgrades, replacing the membrane roofs on 

piers 3 and 4, loading dock access and security improvements, flooring upgrades, and additional 

life support and guest service improvements. (Baltimore City) 

 

Calvert Pines Senior Center and Calvert County Office on Aging - Is utilizing their $630,000 

grant to install storm drainage structures, which were designed by Soil Conservation, to capture 

the runoff from the buildings and parking lot and safely convey the storm runoff down the slope 

and outfall at a stable point. (Calvert County) 

 

Renovations for Youth Clubs - Grant totaling $150,000 to renovate The Salvation Army of 

Salisbury Youth Clubs’ gyms, kitchen, and pool to continue to serve families in need in the 

community. (Wicomico County) 

 

Woodend Nature Play Space - Is utilizing their $150,000 grant to fabricate and install play 

features for a wheelchair-accessible nature play space at Woodend Nature Sanctuary, including 

an accessible water sluice, sand play tables, 2 playhouses, 1 fort start made of locust poles, a log 

jam climbing feature, a sculptural, climbable bird with a slide, and shade sail structures on locust 

poles. (Montgomery County) 

 

Boonsboro Community Development Project - Grant totaling $250,000 to restore an event 

center that seats 718, to use for community-based events such as school graduations, while part 

of the facility will be outfitted for commercial use and expansion of a non-profit space. 

(Washington City) 

 

Carroll County- New Law Enforcement Building - Will utilize their $3,000,000 grant to 

include architectural, civil, mechanical, IT and security design programs, as well as demolition 

and site work. The project construction will occur in 2 phases. Phase l will focus on site 

preparation. In phase 2 of construction, the final design the project will proceed to bid and 

construction. Construction will entail additional site work and construction of a 42,500 square 

foot building. (Carroll City) 

 

Greensboro Elementary School- Judy Hover Early Learning Center - Grant totaling 

$1,000,000 will be for constructing a new 7,375 square foot building serving as both an early 

childhood care and adult education facility. (Caroline County) 

 

Junior Achievement Eastern Shore – Junior Achievement Center - is utilizing their 

$1,000,000 grant for their house three premier, hands-on learning opportunities: JA BizTown, JA 

Finance Park, and a JA Career Center uniquely designed for high school students to build skills 

to promote a better, stronger workforce, an entrepreneurial thinking workforce and a more 

fiscally responsible community. The goal is to enhance our classroom work into real life 

applications and engage with students at least three-to-four times throughout their schooling. 

(Wicomico County) 

 



Maryland Zoo- Infrastructure Improvements - Grant totaling $6,750,000 will use the funds 

for capital improvements, maintenance, and overall management of the Maryland Zoo in 

Baltimore. (Baltimore City) 

 

Mount Rainier-Green Streets - Will utilize their $530,000 grant for a flood-mitigation project, 

and install new green spaces and permeable pavement to capture flood water that hits 31st St. 

from Perry St. (Prince George’s County) 

 

Mountain City Elks Lodge No. 382-Renovation - Will utilize their $300,000 grant for this 1st 

floor renovation - floors, ceilings, bathrooms, and kitchen area. (Frederick County) 

 

Olney Boys and Girls Club-New Crop Duster Stadium - Grant totaling $1,000,000 for the 

expansion of one of the four existing baseball fields will be upgraded to include bullpens, 

dugouts, stands, lights, and a scoreboard to support the new team, as well as support other OBGC 

events and games. (Montgomery County) 

 

Olney Boys and Girls Club-Performance Sports Center - Is utilizing their $250,000 grant in 

collaboration with Med-Star Health on a new Sports Performance Center to be built adjacent to 

the current OBGC park. The multi-sport training facility includes a Med-Star-led rehab facility 

and fields for soccer, basketball, baseball, football, lacrosse, softball, field hockey, wrestling and 

volleyball programs. (Montgomery County) 

 

The Pavilion at Madison Fields - Grant totaling $185,000 to build an outdoor pavilion at the 

400-acre farm, Madison Fields. (Montgomery County) 

 

YMCA of the Chesapeake-Facilities Improvement - Will utilize $500,000 to assist with the 

completion of a current capital project. The new facility will be 55,000 square feet and serve 

approximately 4,000-5,000 community members on a regular basis. (Regional) 

 

Boonsboro WWTP Sludge Dewatering Facility - Grant totaling $150,000 to provide funding 

to complete design and installation of sludge dewatering facilities, including: buildings, 

equipment, plumbing, and all related appurtenances. (Washington County)
